More than one hundred chil­ 
dren in more than thirty families 
of 
Adams 
county 
have 
been 
“given a chance” duing the th ir­ 
teen years the Mothers’ A ssist­ 
ance Fund has been available for 
destitute 
widows 
of 
Adams 
county. 
A small band of women, tru s ­ 
tees of this charitable organiza­ 
tion, serving without rem u nera­ 
tion and for the most p art w ith­ 
out the acclaim due them for the 
work they have been doing, have 
welded together the family ties 
between 
mothers 
and 
their 
children 
w hen8 
misfortune 
had 
threatened 
to 
tear 
these 
ties 
asunder. 
F’or these thirteen years these 
women have kept a guiding hand 
on the affairs of the widows of 
the county, who, left destitute by 
the death of their husbands, have 
faced the alternative 
of either 
perm itting their children to 1*?- 
come public charges of the coun­ 
ty or lead dissolute lives. 
To the widows who have ap ­ 
plied for aid and who have proven 
th a t their cases are meritorious, 
aid has been 
given, 
a 
certain 
am ount of money coming into the 
hands 
of 
the 
mother 
each 
month,—enough to maintain the 
home and a certain am ount for 
each child. 
The mother is per­ 
mitted to “work out” for a few 
hours a day, and earn w hat she 
can but the hours must lie short 
so th a t her children will not be 
neglected and permitted to run 
“wild.” 
She 
m ust 
m aintain a 
home and 
provide her children 
with an environment th a t is not 
sordid or 
likely to 
have a bad 
influence on their young minds. 
She m ust see that her children 
are provide*! with the requisite 
amount of schooling as perscribed 
by state law, and their attendance 
at school must he regular. 
And 
to supervise and m aintain all of 
these requirements am ong the 12 
families 
and 
35 
children 
now 
under th eir guidance, the women 
of this board have th eir hands 
full. 
Instances, pathetic but 
only 
too real, could be cited by some 
of the trustees of the families 
that have l>een reclaimed ami the 
children who have faced poverty 
and who have since been given a 
chance to make honest, useful 
citizens of 
themselves; 
of 
tho 
mothers 
who 
have been saved 
from using 
extrem e 
m easures 
to provide the necessary funds for 
their children, but the confidences 
have been given that the plight 
of these people 
would 
not 
be 
made known and that confidence 
is inviolate. 
The money to provide for these 
families is supplied, half by a p ­ 
propriation of the sta te legisla­ 
ture arid half by the county com­ 
missioners. 
In the case of Ad­ 
am s 
county, 
$3000 is 
required 
each year to provide for those in 
need and it is the boast 
of 
the 
trustees th a t at the present time 
there are 
no 
families 
on 
the 
“w aiting list.” 
An active campaign 
is 
now 
being carried on throughout the 
state by charitable organizations 
to increase the appropriations for 
this fund to $4,000,000 in order 
th a t the 2400 widows who are 
the sole support of 8400 children, 
under the age of 16 years, can lx* 
given this assistance. 
There are 
in the sta te a t the present time 
3500 families composed of 12,(KH) 
children being assisted by this 
fund and since its inception it is 
estimated that nearly three times 
this number have been help*8*!.

All normal human beings in 
their calmer moments know that 
the loveliest sight in the world

and 
her children. 
Would you not prefer to benefit 
them, than to injure them? 
Which is to say, Mother Love is 
the greatest redeeming power on 
earth, or as the mystical chorus 
sings at the end of Faust: 


All things transitory 
But as symbols are sent: 
Earth’s insufficiency 
Here grows to event; 
The indescribable 
Here it is done, 
The Woman Soul leadeth us 
Upward and on. 


And what legislator, listening 
to the voices of these mothers, 
petitioning for other mothers and 
their children, will be able to turn 
a deal* car to their entreaties.

more children at home? Shall we 
separate widowed mothers from 
their “jcw'eJs” ?

“With the ‘syndication’ of the farms 
as proposes! by Mr. Ford, the rural 
communities would suffer to the extent 
that a large majority of the men 
would be driven to the cities for em­ 
ployment, when at the present time 
the tendency is to have the farmers 
and farm hands return to the* farms.”
